Crash At Cross Keys 
In the Friday afternoon accident. 
H. C. Miller, 143 Third street, Han­ 
over, was driving toward Cross Keys 
on the Carlisle road in a sedan. As he 
approached

crossing, he slowed down and blew his 
horn, according to the police report. 
As he was going toward Hampton, 
he proceeded to

David Johnson, blind negro, sen­ 
tenced on March 24, 1924, to serve 
not less than ten nor more than twen­ 
ty years in the Eastern Penitentiary, 
Philadelphia, died at the prison hos­ 
pital, Sunday, according to informa­ 
tion received by Johnson’s wife here 
on Sunday. 
Johnson, who was charged with 
statutory rape, which involved several 
young white 
girls of town, entered 
pleas of guilty when arraigned before 
Judge D. P. McPherson. 
The blind 
man had been in prison since April 
9, 1924. 
In February of this year, an effort 
was made to secure Johnson’s release 
from the penitentiary by an appeal 
to the board of pardons, but at the 
board’s meeting on February 27, this 
year, the application was 
refused. 
Johnson’s health is said to have failed 
perceptibly after his admission to the 
institution. 
Johnson was best known in Gettys­ 
burg as a guitar player. 
During the 
summer months, it was Dave’s custom 
to take a position at one of the street 
corners and play for hours, sometimes 
accompanying his tunes on a mouth 
organ. 
His arrest on the serious 
charge laid against him came as a 
surprise 
to

who 
thought him a genial, well-behaved 
colored man, who was trying to earn 
a living though handicapped by blind­ 
ness.
